All $1 and $2 bills nre silver 


certificates, as are some $5 and 
$10 bills. All of these would be 
discarded1 during the next 20 or 
30 years, to be replaced by' Fed- 
eral 
Reserve notes which are 


backed by gold. 


While Congress would have to 


approve this part of the Kennedy 
plan, the President ordered Tues- 
day an immediate end to Tr.eas- 
ury sales of silver at artificially 
low prices. 


This will lead at. once to an in- 


crease in the market price of 
silver, 
which perhaps will rise 


from the old pegged rate of 01.5 
cents an ounce to $1 or more. As 
a side result, manufacturers arc 
likely to increase prices on jewel- 
ry, silverware, photographic film 
and other items with a high silver 
content. 


The Kennedy program 
would 


represent the most important na- 
tional change in silver in many 
decades. In effect, the President, 
wants to end silver's status as an 
important monetary metal 
and 


make it a freely traded commod- 
ity, like copper or soybeans. 


The program, 
drafted at the 


Treasury, also would end the re- 
current and often bitter political 
jattlcs over Silver. The metal 
would have no more political ap- 
peal, under the new plan, than 
any other mining product.
